Philadelphia, Pa. May 16.—[(Special.}—The | 


startling disclosures in the railroad coal in- 
vestigation today may determine Alexander 
J, Cassatt to resign the presidency of the 
Pennsylvania rafiroad company. 

‘The revelations made to the interstate 
commerce commission today showed that 
President Cassatt’s ‘son, his assistant, and 
several officials on the executive staff of the 
Pennsylvania had accepted cash and gifts 
of stock from coal companies and that these 
companies in consequence were given cars 


when rival shippers could not get them. 


‘Deceived by Subordinates. 

Tt le said that before leaving for Nurope 
last week Mr. Cassatt told some of his closest 
personal friends that he has been groésly 
deceived by his subordinate officers of the 
Pennsylvania railroed concerning the actual 
facts and conditions in the management ot 
the company 

„These intimate friends were assured by 
Mr. Cassatt that he had relied upon state. 
ments made to him which in the light of re- 
cent developments have proved false. 

According to the reports Mr. Cassatt will 
retain his position until the investigation is 
concluded, so that no one may say that he 
retired under fire.” | 

The belief is becoming general, too, that 
the scandals revealed by the rallroad-coal 
investigation will so smirch the reputations of 
several railroad officials as to force them to 
relinquish their present ti Those 
who now stand in the worst light include 
several transportation and traffic officers, 
both of the Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 
Ohio railroads.

But even more valuable, as a means 
which the coal companies could get advan- 
tages which gave them opportunities for 
freezing out competitors, it was testified, 
were family ties. This factor in the alleged 
discriminations practiced by the Penney} 
vahia railroad was mostforcibly brought out 
by Attorney Glasgow in his examination of 
Robert K. Cassatt, son of President Cassatt. 
It was shown that when the Keystone Coal 
and Coke company, of which young Cassatt 
is president, found it had been placed upon 
a basis of equality with the other independent 
companies, it kept its share of the business 
by a most radical stép. This was the creation 
of a new railroad district by the Pennsyl- 
vania, which included the Keystone com- 
pany’s mines and a reduction in the freight 
rate from this new territory to such a figure 
that young Cassatt’ s company was able to 
sell coal cheaper? than its rivals.

SECRETARY OF STATE NAMED 


Says He Was Offered Cash to’ Decide 
Case for the Equitable. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 16.—[Special.)— 
State Insurance Commissioner Host today 
accused Secretary of State Walter L. Houser 
of being the intermediary of the Hquitable 
Life Assurance society in an effort to obtain 
a decision favorable to the company in re- 
turn for a 62,000 contribution to a campaign 
fund for the renomination of state officers. 

Commissioner Host sprung this sensation 
during his testimony before the special in- 
seurante investigating committee of the Wis- 
consin legislature. The commiseioner testified 
that on June 16, 1908, the day on which the 
hearing im the case of the state of Wisconsin 
against the Equitable Life Assurance so- 
clety for a compulsory distribution of the sur- 
plus of that company to Wisconsin policy 
holders were to be held by him, Secretary 
Houser entered his office and sald that if Mr. 
Host would render a decision in accordance 
with a slip handed by Mr. Houser to Mr. 
Host, which would have been a decision 
favorable to the Equitable company, the 
Fieuitable Life Assurance society would give 


52,000 toward a campaign fund for a renomi- 


nation of the state officers in the next cam- 
paign. 
Reads Prearranged Decision. 

This slip, which Secretary Houser handed 
to kim, wae presented to the commission by 
Mr. Host. It reads; 

Petition is denied and same is dismissed 
for the reason that a determination of the 
Subject thereof requires the exercise of 
judicial function that cannot be exercised by 
the defendant. It is further announced asa 
rule of this department that no similar pro- 
ceedings be entertained until a final adju- 
dication of the same is had in the courts of 
the state.” 

Mr. Host testified he told Mr. Houser 
that he would think the matter over. His 
decision was against the Equitable Life As- 
surance society, which afterward took the 
case into the courte and there obtained a rule 
adverse to Mr. Host's order for a compulsory 
distribution of the surplus on deferred divi- 
dend policies at least once in five years. 

Commissioner Host further testified that 
Robert Luscombe, a lobbyist, who has for 
years represented eastern insurance com- 
panies before various legislatures, tele- 
phoned to him three times from Chicago be- 
tween June 16 and July 31, 1903, the latter 
having been the day on which Mr. Host ren- 
dered his decision, and asked Mr. Host to 
come to Chicago, saying he thought he had 
an argument which would convince Mr. Host 
that the statute in question was not compul- 


sory. 
Houser Admits Handing Slip. 
Secretary of State Houser took the stand 
in his own défense and admitted that heand 
Luscombe were friends, and declared that 
Luscombe had handed him the written slip 
of paper which he had handed to Mr. Host 
afla requested that he give it to the insurance 
commissioner. Mr. Houser, however, em- 
phatically denied that any mention was made 


ef a campaign fund contribution at the time 


of his handing the slip of paper on which the 
Equitable decision was written to the insur- 
ance commissioner. 

Mr. Houser admitted that he had asked 
Mr. Host to request contributions from in- 
surance companies for a political campaign 
fund against Congressman Joseph W. Bab-

Once, Mr. Host said, 
some one around the capitol—he could not 
say whom—asked if contributions to the cam- 
paign funds could not be obtained from the 
insurance companies, and that he promptly 
had said he would not be a party to any such 
requests for funds. 8 

Frank Bryant, a clerk in the office of the 
insurance commissioner, testified. that on 
June 16, 1908, he entered the office of Mr. 
Host just as Secretary Houser was leaving 
and that Mr. Houser appeared much ex- 
cited. Upon entering the office he said Mr. 
Host showed him the Equitable slip intro- 
duced in evidence and told him of the offer 
which the secretary of state had made. 


MUST REBUILD ITS TUNNELS 
FOR GIANT LOCOMOTIVES. 


| Monsters Bought by Baltimore and Ohio 


Can Be Used Only After Bores Are 
Enlarged and Bridges Strengthened. 


Having bought @ lot of extra large passen- 
ger and freight locomotives, the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad officials do not know what 
to do with them. They cannot be used until 
the tunnele on the road are enlarged and the 
bridges strengthened. This work will cost 
$1,000,000 and will take several years. 

The new giants of the road, 250 in number, 
were delivered to the company a week ago, 
It was planned to distribute them over the 
system. They were to haul through freight 
and passenger tralns and to effect a consider- 
able economy in the movement of traffic. But 
before the locomotives were started out on 
their work Chief Engineer D. D. Carothers 
began an investigation. 

All along the eastern lines he found tunnels 
that the engines could not go through. On 
the Wheeling branch the giants stood a good 
chance to get stuck covery few miles. Then, 
on other divisions, the bridges were not strong 
enough. 

If some divisions can be found where the 
monsters can travel safely they will spend 
their lives there until the remainder of the 
system ie prepared for them. 


MICHAEL DAVITT UNDER KNIFE.

The lives of three young Chicago boys 
were sacrificed yesterday to the joy of swim- 
ming and boating in the heat of an unpre 
cedented May afternoon. 

Two of them were tipped out of a rocking 
boat in the lagoon in Ogden park in the west- 
ern part of Englewood. Thisaccident spread 
sorrow throughout an entire district which 
had been rejoicing in the presence of a new 
neighborhood breathing spot. 

One boy, a pupil in the Morgan Park High 
school, lost his life while swimming in an 
abandoned dlay pit in that suburb. 


The Dead. 

CAPPS. FRANK, 18 years old, 108th street and 
Western avenue, Morgan Park; drowned while 
swimming in abandoned clay hole, 

JOY, EDWARD, 19 years olf, 6008 Marshéeld 
avenue; drowned in Ogden park; body not yet 
recovered. 

WISE, LOUIS, 16 years old, 6800 Hermitage ave- 
nue; drowned in Ogden park. 

Boat Upset in Deep Water. 

The Englewood boys, in company with 
James Wise, 16 years old, 6800 Hermitage 
avenue, and Leonard Keller, 22 years old, 
6438 Bishop street, took a boat in the Ogden 
park lagoon, which ig. four blocks long and 
150 to 200 feet wide, and rowed about from 
8 until 5 o’clock. Then they grew restless 
and began tipping the boat, with the result 


water, The younger boy and Keller were 
pulled ashore, but the other pair sank. The 
body of one was recovered later. John Me- 
Lean, 6450 Loomis street, and his son John 
were reeponsible for the saving of the two. 
They cast out a rope and pulled them to the 
shore. Keller was barely able to grasp the 
rope and was exhausted when he was cragged 
out. 

Keller and Wise later denied that the acci- 
dent was caused by rocking the boat: They 
said the boat was leaky and that onceduring 
the afternoon they rowed to the landing and 
tried to change it, but were not permitted to 
do 80. 

The little park was crowded with women 
and children. Many women were frantic 
at the sight of the drowning boys. 


Former Accident on Lagoon. 

Two weeks ago five boys narrowly es 
caped death when their rowboat collided with 
a steam launch in the same lagoon. 

The former narrow escape and the fatal 
accident of yesterday aroused the citizens, 
who are demanding bridges a square apart 
across this lagoon. Now it is necessary to 
walk a considerable distance to go from the 
pavilion and musio house on the east side 
to the grass plots and shade trees on the 
west.

Swimmer Seized with Cramps.

Democrats in Protest. 

During the time that Mr. Sherman was ex- 
pounding these doctrines to the senate and 
spanking the thirty-one republican senators 
who adopted the conference report, the dem- 
ocratic representatives were in caucus issu- 
ing their first bit of campaign literature in 
the shape of a set of resolutions introduced by 
Tippit, the minority leader, and unanimously 
adopted. The democratic remarks lacked the 
originality of Mr. Sherman's, but they did the 
best they could with strong language. They 
declared in the resolutions: 


We, the democratic representatives assembled | 
in special session of the forty-fourth general as- | 
sembly, believing in the inalienable rights of indi- 
vidual citizens, witness with profound regret the 
enactment of legislation that divests the people of | 
those rights and places them at the mercy of com- 
binations and corruption—agencies most dangerous 
to free expression of the public will. 

The so-called primary bill just passed is a trav- 
esty on justice, a parody on primary elections, and 
a gross violation of the specific instructions of 
nearly 600,000 voters of Illinois. 

We charge the republican party of Illinois, 

its representatives in the general assembly 
bowing to the will of Gov. Deneen and the republi- 
can organization of the state, with the enactment 
of a law that takes away from the people the last 
vestige of the right of nominating their candidates 
by direct primary vote. 

We charge the republican members of the forty- 
fourth general assembly with violating the ex- 
pressed will of their constituents, in obedience to 


party discipline. 

And we charge that the bill just passed Is a 
deception, a travesty upon justice, a result of party 
dictation, a sham, and a fraud, the work of politi- 
cal schemers to perpetuate themselves in office. 


Two Votes Finally Secured. 


Allen started the house roll call by ex- 
plaining his vote, which he cast against the 
bill.

Denver, Colo., May 16.—On the face of the 
returns the twenty year franchises sought by 
the Denver City Tramway company and by 
\the Denver Gas and Electric companies were 
carried at the election yesterday by small ma- 
jorities. The vote on these propositions was 
as follows: 

Tramway franchise—For, 8,041; 
7,768; majority for, 273. 

Gas and electric—For, 7,912; against, 7,233; 
majority for, 679. 

The Municipal Ownership league is prepar- 
ing evidence on which the franchises will be 
contested, it being alleged that hundreds of 
votes were cast for them by nontaxpayers 
and that bogus tax receipts were furnished 
to voters by agents of the corporations. 

The Northwestern Terminal (Moffat road) 
franchise was granted by a vote of 8,408 to 
6,230. All other franchises propositions were 
defeated. 

The initiative ordinance reducing water and 
light rates, submitted by the Municipal Own- 
ership league, was carried. 

The new board of aldermen will consist of 
eight democrats, six republicans, and two 
municipal ownership members.

REPLY OF NEW YORK PAPER. 


Bailey’s Fulminations Regarded as 
Fresh Exhibition of Temper by 
Texas Senator. 


New York, May 17, 8 a. m.—The Washing* 
ton correspondent of the New York Tribune, 
commenting in the Tribune on the senate in- 
cident, gives the memorandum mentioned by 
the correspondent of Tam CAA TRIBUNE. 
The text follows: 

To the President: The game of the ratiroad 
senators is to support Bailey's Amendment and 
induce him to agree to a broad right of review.

„Was it not natural and essential that the

Is it 
possible that I went directly that night to 
Senator Tillman at the Colonial hotel and 
poured into hie ears a deliberate and un- 
qualified falsehood? 

“It should also be borne in mind that the 
report I made to Mr. Tillman of the presi- 
dent’s conversation is comparatively harm- 
less and inoffensive: Here it is: ‘ He said 
that he had been much troubled by the ad- 
yocacy of an unlimited court review by some 
of the lawyers of the senate, naming Sen- 
ators Knox, Spooner, and Foraker, as try- 
ing to injure or defeat the bill by Ingenious 
constitutional arguments, but that he had 
come to a complete disagreement with them.’ 


Cannot See What Caused Stir. 

“What is there in the above words that 
is untrue or should give offense to the gen- 
ators named? They were the great consti- 
tutional lawyers of the senate, making in- 
genius arguments against any limitation of 
court review, and they were troublesome 
and likely to be troublesome in any attempt 
to carry the Long-Moody limitation through 
the senate by the votes of twenty-five or more 
democrats and twenty or less republican sen- 
ators. 

„ What harm was there in the president's 
saying that he had come to a final dis- 
agreement with them on the day when he 
had held a White house conference with a 
view to uniting. democratic and republican 
forces in carrying a limitation of court re- 
view then and there agreed upon?

It had the purpose to have the Gar-

The effect would be, of 
course, to rouse the country over the 
enormity of the illegal practices of the oil 
octopus and bring about the reforms the 
president considers essential. 

On account of the rate bill ight not much 
progress has been made in respect to the 
passage of the bill limiting the extent of 
immunity enjoyed by persons and corpora- 
tions who are compelled to give evidence con- 
cerning their own businese affairs. The 
finance committee of the senate had ex- 
pected to report several days ago the bill re- 
moving the revenue on denaturized alcohol, 


but it has been impossible to secure a full 
mes ting of the committee because of the rate 


fight and also because of the differences 
which have developed among members of the 
committee in regard to the changes which 
should be made in the house measure. At 
least, this is the excuse. 


* Anxious About Alcohol Law. 
Then there is grave anxiety shown to mod- 
ify the sweeping bil! passed by the house. 
That measure appi°priated $250,000 for the 
expenses of the enforcement oi the proposed 
law.. It confides to che treascry department. 
the duty of promulgating the regulations 


under which alcohol may be withdrawn from 


bond without the raymert of internal reve- 
nut taxes.

Although Senator Ald ien has stated he 
favors the legislation, he told the committee 
the estimate that there wuld be a loss of 
only $500,000 or $600,000 ic the revenue wad 
“very much too low.“ 

We may as well look this thing squarely 
in the face,” he said. “If this amounts to 
anything at all it will amount to a great deal 
more money than that. In 1891 we undoubt- 
edly had nine or ten millions used in the arts. 
Just what proportion of that would be used 
now I do not know; nobody can tell. It cer- 
tainly will reduce the revenue much more 
than $600,000 if it amounts to anything at all. 
I am not mentioning that to change any- 
body’s views as to this legislation, but we 
might as well look the thing squarely in the 
face. You may get a reduction of revenue 
amounting to five or six million dollars and 
you may not; you cannot tell.“

The new primary law is the best that 
veould be extorted from a reluctant legis- 
ture.

As the popular belief in the need for 
primary reform gains strength the new 
la will be amended and improved. The 
election law when first adopted had many 
imperfections. It has been amended fre- 
quently and is better than it was. Prob- 
ably before the politicians know it they 
will have to reckon with a primary sys- 
tem that amounts to something. 

The new. law is more or less farcical. 
It thunders a good deal in the index but 
does not accomplish much in the contents.

The queen mother, Christina, loathes La 
Granja so intensely that she has only been

The present generation 
is ignorant of the cause of the queen’s hatred

the crown of Spain. But older people recall 
that it was at La Granja that some of the 


her husband took place—quarrels rising 
from the thoroughly justified jealousy of the 
een—and that it is in the gardens of La 
ranja that the late duke of Sesto, president 
of the Spanish commission to the Columbian 
exposition of 1893, received a stinging slap 
on the face from the irate queen when he 
ventured to put out his hand in an attempt to 
bar her entrance to a pavilion or kiosque in 
the grounds, where the king was engaged 
in according an audience to a fascinating 
duchess, now dead.

It was from La Granja, too, that Queen 
Christina made her sensational departure 
from Spain on that occasion, traveling 
straight to Vienna, whence she was aply in- 
duced with much difficulty to return to her 
Husband by her kinsman, warm friend, and 
sagacious counselor, Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph. Queen Christina, in spite of all this, 
was deeply attached to her flighty and—in 
the affairs of the heart—extremely frivolous 
husband. It ie therefore quite natural that 
she should dislike a place, no matter how 
beautiful, that recalls to her memory some 
of the most painful and mortifying episodes 
of her married life. 

Another beautiful palace of King Alfonso 
to which he will take his bride in the fall is 
Aranjuez. It is situated on the banks of the 
Tagus, sheltered from the winds by an im- 
mense and splendid forest, teeming with as 
much game as in the days of the Duc de St. 
Simon, many of the episodes described in his 
famous memoirs having taken place there. 
It owes its origin as a royal residence to 
Emperor Charles V., who erected a palace on 
the site of an ancient Roman temple to Jupl- 
ter. But it was subsequently destroyed by 
fire, and in its present condition it dates back 
to the middle of the eighteenth century. 

Formerly its walls were adorned with mag- 
nificent old masters, but most of these were 
transferred during the reign of Queen Isa- 
bella to the Prado museum at Madrid, which 
contains what is today probably the grandest 
national collection of old masters in ali Eu- 
rope. 

— — 

Lord Mansfield’s death and the succession 
of hie younger brother to his honors and es- 
tates is calculated to evoke memories of some 
of the most romantic periods of Scottish his- 
tory. For Scone palace, the ancestral home 
of the earls of Mansfield, on the Tay, near 
Perth, was in olden times the principal home 
of the kings of Seotland, who were crowned 
there on the stone of destiny, and who held 
council] there with their chieftains and 
nobles. 

The stone of destiny, 4s every one knows, is 
supposed to be the stony pillow on which 
Jacob slept at Bethel. There are quite a 
number of legends extant as to the manner in 
| which it found its way from Bethel to Egypt, 
thence to Spain, and from Spain again to Ire- 
land. How it ascended to the top of the 
Sacred hill of Tara history does not reveal, 
but there it became “iia Fail,” or the 
stone of destiny,” and du it thenceforward 
all the Irish kings were crowned. How long 
it remained there is still a matter of con- 
troversy among Irish antiquarians, But from 
Erin it was mysteriously conveyed to Dun- 
staffnage in Scotland, more than a thousand 
years ago. 

It was King Kenneth H. who-moved the 
stone to a raised plot on the ground of Scone, 
upon and around’ which the last great battle 
between the Picts and Stots was fought. 
From that time forward the stohe escapes 
more or less from the blinding mists of an- 
tiquity,” and assumes what the late Dean 
Stanley of Westminster abbey calls an 
unquestionable historical position.” It was 
incased in a chair of wood and used thence- 
forth as the coronation seat of the kings of 
Scotland. 

It was King Edward I. of England who, 
claiming the crowm of Scotland as a de- 
scendant of the Anglo-Saxon King Athel- 
stane, invaded Scotland, carried off the stone 
to England in A. D. 1296, and placed it in 
Westminster abbey, where it has remained 
ever since, and where it has been seen and 
touched by thousands upon thousands of 
American tourists, and where it has been 
used for the coronation of every English 
sovereign from the days of Edward II. to 
that of Edward VII., four years ago. 
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Scone palace has been twice partly de- 
stroyed, on the first occasion by King Edward 
I. and the second time by John Kiiox. Al- 
though it is therefore in the main a relatively 
modern construction, yet there are portions 
of it which are considerably over a thousand 
years old, and the place is full of historic 
relics, including a bed with velvet hangings 
embroidered by Mary Queen of Scots while a 
prisoner at Loch Leven. ‘1 Scone palace has 
been in the possession of the Murrays since 
A. D. 1600, when it was presented by James 
VI. to Sir David Murray, who likewise was 
created Viscount Stormount as reward for 
saving that monarch’s life from the attempt 
to assassinate him by the earl of Gowrie 
and his brother. 

The fifth Viscount Stormount had a num- 
ber of sons, the younger of whom became so 
famous as a judge. Known as “ Silver- 
tongued Murray,“ he was after his eleva- 
tion to the office of lord chief justice of Eng- 
land created, first baron and then earl of 
Manefield. After having his house in London 
burned down by the Gordon rioters, his earl- 
dom passed at his death by special remainder 
do the son of his elder brother, Viscount Stor- 
mount, and that is why the Scotch viscounty 
of Stormount has merged in the earldom of 
Mansfield. : 

The latter is one of the curiosities of the 
peerage. For its official designation is the 
earldom of Mansfield, of Mansfield, in the 
county of Middlesex.“ Now there is no Mans- 
field in the county of Middlesex, and there 
never has been a place of that description in 
that particular shire. In fact, it was merely 
invented to distinguish it from the barony 
of Mansfield in Nottinghamshire, previously

“This represents the greatest transporta- 
tion combination on earth,“ he said, “ Its 
chairman is E. C. Gill.

If the men who are handling the 
finances have increased. the capitalization 
or for any other reason feel that there should 
be more revenue they communicate this fact 
to this committee and it raises the classifica- 
tion of a sufficient number of articles to pro- 
duce the desired result. :

Republic Can Survive Them, Thanks 
to Sanity and Assimilative Power. 


That the too persistent “knocking” of 
‘“‘reformers’’ may cause business unrest ”’ 
was the contention of Prof. Shailer Mathews 
of the University of Chicago in an address 
before the Credit Men’s association at the 
Great Northern hotel last night. The subject 
was: ‘‘Can the Republic Survive Its Re- 
formers?” 

Prof. Mathews thought it could, thanks to 
an innate sanity and the strong assimila- 
tive powers of the Anglo Saxon.” 

In fact, I don’t suppose we can ever hope 
for permanent relief from the reformers,” 
said the speaker. President Roosevelt is 
an instance in point. His next public mes- 
sage, following that one on the muck rake,’ 
was the attack of the reformer upon a certain 
well known corporation. 

“Too much knocking will beget a business 
unrest as well as a widespread. distrust of 
our democratic institutions. There should be 
constructive work as well as destructive.”’
